and Thomas ( whiche ts called Dydymus )and Na- 
thanael of Cana in galylee ,* the ſonnes of zebedet, 
and two other of his difcyples . Symõ peter ſayethe 
bato them: J wyll go a fp\ſſhynge, They fay vato 
dym, we alſo wyll go with the, They wente theyz 
way and entred in to a ſhyppe tmmedpatly;, and that 
nyght caught they nothynge But when the moz- 
nynge was now come, Jeſus ſtode on the ſhoze ne -
